The story is based upon the fact 
that a man who ig now in custody 
on thé charge of firing a revolver in a public 
thoroughfare had in one of his pockets a 
note Book containing a number of entries de- 
tailing the recent movements of Mr. Giad- 
stone. |

been made tothe effect that Mr. Gladstone

wasin no danger of being shot and that no 
importance isto be attached to the affair 
there is a growing suspicion that Mr. Glad 
stone was nearer danger than half of his 
friends are willing to admit. The man under 
Arrest is named Wm. Tounsend. He is 38 
years ola, and is a resident of Sheffield. The 
officer who arfrestea him saw him mount the 
steps of Mr. Gladstone's residence shortly 
after Mr. Gladstone had entered.

Interesting for His Successor. 


Mount Pleasant A. M. E. Zion Church, at 
the corner of Lexington and Turner avenues, 
is at present in the throes of Internal dis- 
sentions which threaten its very existence. 
For the past three years the Rev. M. F. 
Alexander Easton has been pastor, but re- 
cently the open manner in which bis name 
was associated with. those of several of the 
colored ladies of his congrega- 
tion led to his removal. J. . 
Moore, a colored preacher of Chicago, 
wes appointed in his place. When his resig - 
nation was demanded Mr. Easton refused to 
tender it unless he was paid $475, which he 
claims was due him as back salary. His 
claim was denied, but when his successor at- 
tempted to take his place, it is allegod, he 
tried to break up every service which was 
held. April7, last, itis said, he attended a 
prayer meeting at the church and created 
quite a little disturbance. Sister Moore, a 
relative ofthe newly appointed pastor, re- 
monstrated with him, ut her 
entreaties were met by threat 
to draw a revolver and kill the Flergyman 
and several members of the congregation. 
Hie was finally subdued, but, it is said, subse- 
quently attended several other meetings and 
by his violence prevented the holding of 
services.

Dressing the Ships as Seen From the 
Shore When the Clouds Lifted—Ex- 
cursionists Disappointed by Delay 
and Restrictions — Embarking of 
the President and His Party 
on the Dolphin—The Thunderous Sa- 
lutes asthe Boat Moved Up the Line 
Reception of Visiting Ships’ Officers. 


New York, April 27.—Rain on the roof, rain 
washing the sidewalks, raindrops pricking 
the river surface, rain wetting the decks and 
the rigging of the pulseless war monsters rid- 
ing at anchor; wetness above, moisture be- 
low, permeating, saturating everything ev- 
erywhere—such were the conditions of the 
early morning about this flag - covered bunt- 
ing-dedecked city. 

In the night-time a storm that nad its birth 
yesterday away tothe westward had stolen 
over the Jersey hills and wrapped the war 
squadrons on the river; had settled down 
upon the city and blotted out the sea from 
the people ashore. Along the Hudson cloud 
and water had become one. A dull gray cur- 
tain lay low and thickly over all. 

The night gave way slowly to the strug- 
gling light. .To those who were astir as the 
daylight wore off the edge of the night the 
ships had been spirited away in the darkness 
and no eye could reach into the gray thick- 
ness where the black waters wallowed about 
their iron sides and sullenly swashed at prow 
and stern. As the growing day advanced, 
however, a straying breeze felt its way 
over the banks and across the waters where 
the fleets were. It broke its way through the 
mists and before the tattered fogs closed in 
again the ghostly outlines of masts and the 
lines of the hulls were seen. 

First the masts and fightingtopsof the 
war vessels were revealed, appearing to be 
suspended in air, the lower cloud concealing 
all else afloat. 

Watching from the New York shore the 
Diack hulls of the foreigners were 
first brought back from  cloudland 
of to the. ken man. That was, frst, 
because they were biack painted, and sec- 
ond because the lines of black hulled for- 
eigners lay closestto the New York shore. 
More time was required to bring out the 
United States ships because of their white- 
ness and their distance under the Jersey 
Hetghts. 

The night owis and the early dock birds 
along the dock, down about Thirty -sevent h 
and Fiftjeth streets first got glimpses, how- 
ever, of the white Ships of Spain and Argen- 
tina. The great sharp-prowed Jean Bart 
from France lay only astone’s throw from 
the end of the dock at Sixtieth street 
and early down on the wharf the denisons of 
„Hell's Kitchen’’ saw her black sides break 
out ofthe mists. Underthe walisof River- 
side drive the starboard squadron grew 
slowly out of the still air which the gusty 
breeze had not yet stirred, but on the level 
reaches on the New York shore the low-lying 


clouds weredrifting away in scattered parts 
that dissolved readiy on the water-soaked 


atmosphere.

THE FIRST VIEW. 

Over on the historic heights of Weehawken 
andthe race-tortured cliffs of Guttenburg 
early sightseers were more fortunate. The 
early breeze ran against the sheer rocks and 
divided, dre the crowd walls. 
But the sky bro and the two rows of 
the bristling vessels were at length revealed, 
though dimly @t best, for a persistent spring 
rain was fallin distances were uncer- 
tain and indi: Aloft a stiff breeze 
seemed astir, bu effect. 

One of the most tui results of the storm 
through the night was the wilted and forlorn 
looking condition of the many beautiful dec- 
orations of buildings throughout the city. 
All their fine effect of yesterday had passed 
Away in the night, and the watersoaked 
bunting wasas dull in color as the leaden 
skies above. The flags on the housetops 
floated heavily in the stiff breeze. After 
awhtie all New York had aroused for its holl- 
day, only to nd a steady downpour of rain 
ushering in tue day of the great naval pa- 

nt. They foundachilly northeast wind 

ing to the discomfort, and some hundred 
thousand persons who had arran to view 
thé grandest marine spectacle ever presented 
in American waters, if not in the world,were 
disappointed. 

Although it was a legal holiday in town the 
early morning crowds on the elevated trains 
and surface cars, with the crowds that 
poured. into the city from the ferries and 
across the bridge, did not look like holiday 
crowds. The rain did not Keep them all at 
home, however. There was a steady stream 
toward the North River all the morning, and 
hundreds of excursion boats, steam yachts, 
tugs and other craft which had been pressed 
into service were filled with sight-seers who 
were not kept at home by Farmer Dunn’s 
disgraceful weather. 

PATRIOTISM IN THE RAIN,

A MANIFESTATION OF SENTIMENT. 

There have bee naval reviews of 
international charter defore, but none 
so striking as this. There was one at Genoa, 
Columbus’ birthplace, last year, at which 
vessels representing thirteen nations (all 
those now participating, with the adaition of 
Portugal, Roumania, Greece and Mexico,) 
participated, and in Which Admiral Benham 
of the Newark took part for the United 
States, but there were only twenty-seven 
vesselsin all inline da that occasion, and 
those mostly second-class. 

The tronclads of Fraue, Great Britain and 
Germany have made imposing demonstra- 
tions of force inthe Enylish Channel and off 
Spit Head, and have passed in review before 
the crowned heads of England and Germany, 
and the powerful Russian fleet has more than 
once ‘‘fiocked by itself“ in the Baltie review 
ofthe Emperor of all the Russias in a man- 
ner to excite the apprehension of other pow. 
ers, but as a peaceful demonstration the 
New York naval review of to-day eclipsed all 
in interest. 

It was peculiarly a manifestation of senti- 
ment, notofforce. Yet some of the feet, 
and the most formidable naval vessels in the 
world were there, andthe quaintest part of 
the day’s proceedings was the post of honor 
at the head ofthe reviewed columns was given 
to the apparently unseaworthy reproduc- 
tions of the Columbus caravels, the Santa 


Maria, Pinta and Nina, which, with infinite 


care, had been towed over from Cadiz to Cuba 
by our own Admiral Benham, and from Cuba 
escorted to Hampton Roads and New York by 
the Spanish warships. These pigmy boats, 
high pooped and lateen rigged, cut away 
amidship like a Roma galley, were anchored 
opposite Ninety-third street, and formed 
practically the turning point of the review. 
The contrast of four centuries of naval devel- 
opment could not have Deen more strongly 
and picturesquely marked. 

The line of vessels reviewed was over three 
miles in length, stretéhing in two columns 
from the foot of Twenty-third street to about 
Ninety-fifth street, 
ship, the Dolphin, anchored, 

The foreign vessels were most of them sta- 
tioned on the New Tork side of the Hudson 
River; the American fleet, with the German, 


Dutch ana Argentine wo occupled the 
New Jersey side. Theghips were anchored 


500 yards apart, and a. ¥pace of #0 yards was 
left between the two eplamns. 

The United States, by authority of law, 
took fall possession of the waters of the har- 
bor for this day. Acordon was tightly drawn 
round the reviewing vessels and the ro- 
viewed and until the actual ceremonies were 
over no unauthorized boat was allowed to 


pass the line. 

At 1:05 o’clock the President left the Vic- 
toria Hotel for the foot of Twenty-third 
street, where he embarked on the Dolphin. 


TR PRESIDENT’S YACHT. 

The Dolphin, John Roach’s last achieve- 
ment for the Government, long accused of 
**structural weakness,’’ had been specially 
fortified for the occasion by having a areat 
cabin built clean across the ship and Cover- 
ing one-fourth of her entire length constitut- 
inga finer dining saloon than that possessed 
by any yacht that rides the waters. The 
saloon and the after-cabin had been elegantly 
decorated, carpeted and refurnished in hand- 
carved mahogany specially designed. 

It was about 20’clock when the signal was 
given for the start. 

The members of the diplomatic corps had 
previously gone on board the coast survey 
steamer Blake, which was moored alongside 
N at the Thirty- fourth street 

ock. 

As soon as the President stepped on board 
the Dolphin the vessel tripped her anchor 
and fired one gun as a signal. This was re- 
sponded to by a boom which seemed to 
shake the whole city. The double-turreted 
monitor Miantonomah, lying at the. rear of 
the port column, fired for the first time in 
port one of her hugeten-inch guns, charged 
with nearly 250 pounds of powder. Almost 
before the reverberations of this gun had 
died away inthe distant echoes the whole 
fleet was called to quarters,. yards were 
manned and every preparation made to re- 
ceive the President of the United States with 
becoming respect. 

Seen at this moment and before the en- 
veloping clouds of gunpowder smoke from 
subsequent salutes had obscured the air the 
scene was as pretty as could well be 
imagined, 

As the Dolphin’s bow came in line with 
each man-of-war present arms’’ was 
sounded on bugle, officers andcrew saluted, 
the bands struck up the national air and a 
national salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
by each ship. 

During the half hour or more that the 
a progress lasted the cannonad- 
ng never ceased until more than 1,00 guns 
had been fired. 

Towards the close of their booming 
separate identity had been merged into one 
titanic roar, while flashesof red flame and 
dense sulphurous clouds of smoke were all 
the spectators on the shore could distin- 
guish.

Ourown magnificent white fleet, through 
one or moreof its representatives, has be- 
come somewhat familiar in New York 
waters, but its superb efficiency in com- 
parison withthe foreign visitors was none 
the less acknowledged. When close under 
the bows of the British nosey, its immense 
size 9,000 tons, double that ofthe dig Phila- 
delphia, could be appreciated. The Ge 
steamers are both new, the Kaiserin Augusta 
on her trial irip, and the Seeadler (Sea 
Eagle) built only two years ago and on 
her maiden voyage, The Kaiserin 
is reputed to ave maintained a 
level speed of twenty knots for an 
entife day. This, of course, is surpassed by 
the Argentine cruiser, which can make twen- 
ty-two knots and is the fastest vessel in the 
fleet. It was a matter of surprise to many to 
be told thatthe immense mastsof the Jean 
Bart were holiow with a winding staircase 
inside, leading tothe fighting toweron top. 
Had the strict discipline maintained on naval 
review day permitted visiting to any of the 
ships thefe masts would have Deen one of the 
first objects explored. 

Even with the restrictions which naval 
discipline imposed ,the opportunity for view- 
ing at close range the crack ships of the ten 
nations form a —— feature in a day 
which will de memoradle for a spectacular 
effect, the deafening roar which the simul- 
taneous discharge of 840 guns at once can 
produce, and for the evidence of internation- 
al friendship which the peaceful presence of 
the warships of so many foreign powers 
in American waters afforded.

Drawing this he deliberately cocked it, and 
placing it to Catton’s neck fired, The mad- 
dened man then jumped to his feet, and 
rushing out into the street made his escape 
before the neighbors who dad been 
alarmed by the shot knew whathad hap- 
pened. Upon entering the house Catton 
was found lying on the floor with 
blood streaming from the wound in his neck. 
He wasatonce taken tooneof the rooms 
and placedona bed when medical aig was 
summoned. ‘ 

MRS. CHESTER RELEASED, 

In the meantime, nO one seeing Mrs. Ches- 
ter about, search was made for her, and on 
entering her room the searchers were at- 
tracted by her cries from the cot. 

When the door was opened she was found,

New Yorn, April 27.—Capt. Gudert O. 
Wiltse, whocommanded United States war- 
ship Boston at Honolulu at the time of the de- 
thronement of Queen Liliuokalani, and the 
subsequent hoisting of the American flag 
over the Hawallan capital by order of Minis- 
ter Stevens, died here yesterday of conges- 
tion of the brain. Capt. Wiltse entered the 
navy in 1855 as acting mid-shipman, became 
Lieutenant in 1861, Lieutenant Commander at 
the close of the war and was promoted to 
bis present rank Nov. 8, 1873. 

Capt. Wiltse, if not the chief figure in the 
seizure of Hawaii, was the real power behind 
Minister Stevens in his act of establishing a 
protectorate over the isiand. Commander 

Utse was what might be called the logic of 
the situation and the boston was the great 
moral force that stood back of the plan ot an- 
nexation. History has been a little deficient 
in giving to the Me pote and the marines the 

roper amount of credit for the successful 

ermination ofthe revolt against Liliudka- 
lani. ‘‘lamthe State.“ said Napoleon. 1 
am Hawali,’’ might have said Commander 
Wiitse, At all events, nobody in that rt of 
the universe would have disputed him, for 
when a man treads the deck ofa warship in 
the South Seas, backed up by the moral sup- 
— and encouragement of Uncle Sam, he Is 
erribie to the heathen and the unregenerate. 

When Minister Stevens, onthe Ist day of 
February, issued his proclamation declaring 
the islands and the new republic under the 
protection of the United states, the docu- 
ment was only given force by the co-opera- 
tion of Capt. Wiitse with his marines and big 
guns ot the cruiser Boston. The proclama- 
tion read: 

At the request of the Provisional Government of 
the Hawaiian Islands, I hereby, in the name of the 
United States of America, assume protection of the 
Hawaiiara Islands, for the protection of life and 
property and occupation o ublic buildings and 
Hawallan soil, sofar as may be necessary for the 
purpose specified, but not interfering with the ad- 
ministration of public affairs by the Provisional 
Government. This action is taken pending and sub- 
ject to negotiations at Washington. 

And to make it more binding, this signifi- 
Cant paragraph was added: 

2 and executed by C. C. Wiltse, Captain, 
U. S. N., commanding U. 8. 8. Boston. 

On the eve of Capt. Wiltse’s departure from 
Honolulu for San Francisco, Feb. 24, the An- 
nexationists gave a reception and ball a his 
honor. The event was regarded in the light 
ofaratification ball. and the consequence 
was that the British element and the Royalist 
element were conspicuous by their absence. 
Neither Rear Admiral Skerrett nor Capt. Lud- 
low of the Boston’s sister ship, Mohican, 
attended. It is said that the officers 
of the Boston were not only invited 
but had orders to be present. The arrange- 
ments committees had sentan invitation to 
ex-Queen Liliuokalani, but it was addressed 
to plain Mrs. Dominis.’’ The dethroned 
ruler did not accept the invitation, and sent 
no letter of regret. 

Another feature ofthe affair which evoked 
comment was the fact that the address 
which reflected most gloryon the gallant 
Captain was made or read by one of the Bos- 
ton’s Lieutenants, Lucien Young. In it men- 
tion was only made of Wiltse and Minister 
Stevens, andthe omission of the names of 
every One else connected with the overthrow 
of the Kanaka monarchy was so marked that 
avoice from the gallery was heard toex- 
claim: Ho about Dole?“ 

Young’s highly colored speech is pecullarly 
interesting now in the light of events in 
Hawall since Envoy Blount arrived on the 
island. Here are some ofthe most flowery 
passages: 

The honors which you have on this occasion con- 
ferred upon the commanding officer of the Boston 
are appreciated by the officers and crew of that ves- 
sel, and itis with pleasure that Iam able to attest 
the common feeling and on their behalf to thank you 
for this evidence of approval and good will. While 
we are sorry to lose him, we nevertheless rejoice to 
know that he goes home crowned with success and 
that his Government will reward him as he de- 
serves. It is not often you will find a man 
taking risgs that might result in the loss of a 
high position only obtained in a lifetime; yet, when 
the hourcame. Capt. Wiltse did not hesitate but 
acted atonce,and the prompt measures taken by 
him were the means of preserving life aod pre- 
venting the loss of property. When the stars and 
stripes rose overthe Government building it pro- 
claimed to all Hawalians that the popular will should 
occupy the throne of sovereignty, and that the enly 
monarch which freedom would tolerate on these 
islands was public opinion. 

Opportunity bas been the inheritance of each gen- 
eration, and when vou took advantage of this occa- 
sion you erected a mile-stone in Hawaiian history 
from which we will mareh united, charmed by the 
prophetic musie of a hopeful future, and upon which 
the names of Joh L. Stevens and Capt. Wiltse are 
shownin bold relief. Une word more. We cele- 
brate to-night not only the virtues of men, but the 
beginning of a new and progressive policy upon 
the part of the United states. Annexation in 
the decades to come, deriving its impetus from the 
Hawaiian Islands, may be the watchword of a con- 
tinent; aud there may be those here who will live to 
see the time, predicted by Benjamin F. Butler, when 
the American lag will be placed sofar North that 
the Esquimau, coming out of his hut in the gray of 
the early morning, shall mistake it for the Northern 
lights. Les. and more, the time mav come when 
from the biue ramparts of the Northernice to the 
blistered ripples o/ the tropic seas all men will share 
our pride in the flag of the constellated stars and 
hail it as the token of a common citizeaship. 

Capt. Wiltse was 54 years oid and has 
served in the navy for nearly thirty-eight 
years. His funeral will befrom St. Andrew’s 
Church, at Fifty-third street and Fifth ave- 
nue, Saturday morning, at 11 o’clock, and he 
willbe buried with military honors at Oak 
Hill Cemetery at Washington.

AN. APPALLING sUPPOSITION. 

A plece of news comes from Detroit, 
Mich., which will causea shiver of appre- 
hension in every large city in the land. 
The Mayorand Prosecuting Attorney of 
that city have actually regarded it as a 
part of their duty to obtain evidence of 
boodling. They have even looked upon 
the bribe-givers as sharing the g uilt of the 
bribe-takers and have arrested the mana- 
ger of the Detroit Electric Light and 
Power Co. on a charge of attempted brib- 
ery, while cases are said to be made 
against several of his aldermanic accom- 
plices in a conspiracy to rob the city of a 
valuable franchise. 

If this crusade is to spread and the 
strange, old-fashioned doctrine that the 
duty ot the city officials is not only to re- 
frain from stealing, but to keep others 
from stealing and punish those who do 
steal from the municipality, is to prevail, 
what chance is there for Aldermen to get 
rich on $25 a month, and eminently re- 
spectable citizens to build up fortunes in 
»franchises obtained by bribery? If bribe- 
givers are to be treated as common boo- 
dlers, what chance is there for franchise- 
grabbers to pose as honest and public- 
spirited citizens? 

The supposition is, of course, wildly im- 
probable, but let us suppose that this hon- 
esty movement had struck St. Louis and 
we had a Mayor and law officers who fol- 
lowed this conscientious and comprehen- 
sive rule of duty; suppose the bribe- 
givers and bribe-takers were arrested; sup- 
pose the citizens who have profited by the 
corruption of officials and on legislation 
obtained by bribery were called to answer 
for their crimes. What a spectacle would 
the jail present, aid with what a list of 
names would the roll of prisoners be 
adorned? How many leaders ofthe city’s 
wealth and how many pillars of church 
and society would fall? 

It is unnecessary to name the guilty. So 
notorious are the facts that few people are 
ignorantofthem. But it is impossible to 
realize the existing conditions withouta 
picture of the consequences which would 
ensue from exposure and punishment, in 
which theshame now dismissed witha 
smile orasneer would be uncovered and 
the dishonesty veiled by a pretense of 
virtue and gilded with wealth and respec- 
tability would be revealed in its true 
colors.

THE HARRIS INQUIRY. 


The action of Gov. Flower in appointing 
a commissioner to examine evidence in 
the case of Carlisle Harris, condemned for 
the murder of his wife, brings promi- 
nently before the public mind the question 
of the duties and responsibilities involved 
in the exercise of the pardoning power. 

Harris has had a fair trial under the laws 
of the State of New York. He has been 
convicted of an exceptionally cruel and 
cold-blooded murder by a jury, and his 
conviction has been affirmed as just by the 
highest tribunal of criminal law in the 
State. He has enjoyed all the advantages 
and opportunities accorded to accused and 
convicted persons to establish innocence or 
to prove injustice or error in the finding of 
the courts but has failed to do so. 

Impartial jurymen and judges, after the 
most exhaustive inquiry in which the 
widest scope was given to the prisoner’s 
counsel, having pronounced the man 
guilty, the Governor on the appeal of his 
friends reopens the case and institutes an 
extra judicial inguiry for the 
benefit of the condemned, who 
has nothing to lose and everything 
to gain by such a proceeding. Until the 
full scope and outcome of this inquiry is 
known it is impossible to tell whether it 
usurps the province of the courts or, if so, 
how far the usurpation extends. ‘Upon its 
face, however, the proceeding as a for- 
mal inquiry has the appearance of usurpa- 
tion. 8 

Clearly, in a true view of the exercise of 
the pardoning power the Governor or who- 
soever may possess it has no responsibility 
for the finding of the courts. That should 
be held as conclusive as far as it 
goes. He has nothing to do with 
the law or its severity. His per- 
sonal opinions and feelings should not 
figure in his action. It is his duty to up- 
hold both the law and the courts. He has 
to do solely with facts and circumstances 
which may be brought to light after the 
final judgment of the courts. All new evi- 
dence brought forward at that desperate 
extremity demands the most distrustful 
and careful sifting. It should be really 
new in the sense of not having been avail- 


able before. It should be of the strongest 


. 
The pardoning official is not warranted 
im doing more than determining whetber 
the condemned has had a fair opportunity 


to prove his innocence and acting accord- 


cause to be proud of the excellence of our 
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The precedent of the Harris case ap- 
pears dangerous. If Harris is entitled to 
a formal inquiry into his guilt by a com- 
missioner acting for the Governor, so is 
every other condemned person, and this 
rule is, to say the least, of doubtful pro- 
priety and uncertain consequences. If 
such inquiries are to be conducted they 
should be under the control of an official 
board, acting under legal authority and 
well defined rules. .

I seealetter in this evening’s Post- D1s- 
PATCH from one signing herself ‘‘Peacavy,’’ 
complaining of the hard life and poor pay of 
the factory girls. 

Why dothe girls submit to it when there 
are sO many comfortable homes open to 
them if they take the position of a domestic? 
My servants spend theirevenings reading the 
papers or magazines furnished by me; a 


friend drops in to see them or they go out, 
returning atareasonable hour. They have 
warm rooms and comfortable beds, are well 
paidandare at no expense. The factory 
ri is hard worked, many of them look poor- 
fed and poorly clad. They have board to 
pay, and usually spend meir money as fast 
astheyearnit. Then they are exposed to 
more temptations Many a poor girl’s life 
has been wrecked from such surroundings, 
whereas had she been a domestic in a.nice 
family she would have learned the better 
way ofliving, saved her money and in all 
probability ended her days in a home of her 
own. The servant question ts becominga 
serious matter, and the men are responsible 
forthe nervous prostration of their wives 
and mothers from their inability to secure 
efficient help, as they employ the servants 
down town.

TEND PROMISED AID THE CAUSE. 


Bank Commissioner Sherwood Advised 
Against Closing—An Insurance Com- 
pany Accused of Fraud in Closing Ite 
Business—More Failures at Sioux City 
—Tightening of Credite Forces Houses 
to the Wall. 


LANSING, Mich., April 2?7.—The public here 
were startled this morning in passing the 
Ingham County §avings Bank to see a 
placard upon its doors: This bank closed 
and in the hands of the Commissioner of 
Banking.“ 

Very little ts known of the cause as the 
bank officers are very reticent. It is said, 
however, that it was caused by the failure of 
the Peninsular Savings Bank of Detroit to 
keep its agreement to furnish the Ingham 
County Bank with sufficient currency to do 
its business. 

Commissioner Sherwood said the closing 
was entirely without hie advice or knowl- 
edge. He would certainly have advised 
against it had he been consulted. He 
can make no prediction as to the 
future of the bank and is con- 
dent there was no necessity for 
closing. There is a conference of all the 
bank directors of the city in session at the 
office of the Commissioner of Banking to de- 
termine what course to pursue. The situa- 
tion is extremely critical. 

The broken concern is the bank upon which 
the run was begun April19. At that time the 
Bank Commissioner, Sherwood, made a 
speech which calmed the excitement for the 
time. 

A LOSER CLAIMS FRAUD. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 27.—A petition has 
been filed here by the Chicago Refining and 
Ol Co. of Chicago against the Reserve Fire 
Insurance Co. and the Crescent Insurance, 
Co. ofthis city. The plaintiff company was 
located at Nos. 36 and 54 Erie street, Chicago, 
and was burned out. The Reserve Insur- 
ance Co. carried part of the insurance and 
the oll company claims that a portion of it is 
still due them. 

It is alleged in the petition that on the 24th

This was accomplished on June 6, 
last. Detective Sergt. Yon Gerichten ar- 

rested him in a down-town cafe on a bench 
warrant issued by Judge Martine at District 
Attorney Nicoll’s request. Mrs. Buchanan’s 
body had been exhumed in Greenwood Cem- 
etery the day of his arrest, and as a result of 
the autopsy Buchanan was locked up. It was 
shown that Mrs. Buchanan bad not died of 
cerebral bemorrhage, as certified by the 
physicians, and this fact and other circum- 

stantial evidence which the reporters had 
gathered were considered by the authorities 
as sufficient to indict Buchanan. 

He has been in the Tombs ever since. Since 
his arrest considerable more evidence tend- 
ing to show his t had been accumulated. 
The examination of the dead woman’s stom- 

ach by Dr. Witthaus showed — that she 

had died of morphine poisoning. This Bu 
chanan tried to cffset by enying that his wife 
was a morphine eater. It was charged by the 
* Attorney that Buchanan adminis- 
tered the poison, and in order to deceive the 
physicians, had followed it by an application 
of belladonna or atropine to disguise the 
symptoms of potsoning. It was in the de- 
termination of these facts thdt made the 
trial so largely a battle of scientists. 


A CHANCE FOR HARRIS. 
TESTIMONY TENDING TO SHOW THAT HELEN 
POTTS USED MORPHINE, 


New Tonk, April 27.—Commissioner Raines 
continued the taking of testimony yesterday 
on bebalf of Carlyle W. Harris, now in Sing 
Sing under sentence of death for poisoning 
his wife, Helen Potts Harris. Dr. Hugh R. 
Kinmouth swore that Miss Potts se- 
cured some morphine pills and 
a hypodermic syringe from him in the 
summer of 1890.

He 
suddenly disappeared from Deadwood, and 
six weeks later landed at his old home in 
Hamburg. He at once sought out Mrs. 
Weichman and told her a ted A | story 
about her husband’s death. He informed 
her that her husband had been sud- 
denly killed ina disaster in amine, where 
they botn had been working many months. 
He produced papers purporting to have been 
signed by several miners who bad been 


working with them and who had witnessed 


the accident. He then delivered to the 
stricken woman some of the personal papers 
and letters which he had stolen from his 
workmaté, and paid over to her a sum of 
money which he represented as being the 
cash assets remaining after deducting 
funeral expenses. 

Mrs. Weichman believed the story as did 
all her relatives and ste was easily per- 

suaded to remain in Hamburg. A year later 
Kollats began paying attentions to the 
woman, who supposed herself a widow, and 
soon after married her. He was a, reckless, 
indolent fellow who had never before had 
the handling of much money, and ina few 
years he had spent more than half of the 
Omen. s fortune. She clung to him, bellev- 

ing that he loved her, especially as she de

Six months ago Kollatz was fatally injured 
in a railroad reck and dled a week later.

This letter was 
signed by Mrs. Weichman’s brother, or at 
least purported to be, and had been kept by 
Weichman all these years. It held a draft for 
a considerable sum, represented as being all 
that part of the wife’s share that did not re- 
vert to her family.

THE LIBERTY BELL. 


Pittsburgers Go Wild Over the Old 
Cracked Symbol. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 27.—Day had scarcely 
dawned before the vicinity of the Union 
Station, where that ancient symbol of the 
country’s independence—the time-stained 
liberty bell—on its way to Chicago, guarded 
by the escort, had remained in the drigzling 
rain, wasalive with animationas the early 
risers flocked from every direction to obt&in 
a glimpse of it.

left at 7:800’clock the Philadelphia dele 
tion were still in their berths, having 
turned late after the bahquet at the 
quesne Hotel.
